a Crisie— Hoiues Drifting From Their 
FoandatioDH et<GannisoD, Mise. 

St. Louis, April 3. — The recent 

heavy rains, according to the weather 
bureau, will cause the Mississippi flood 
to reach a crisis. The water contin- 
ues to rise in Louisiana. 

A break occurred at Bayou la 
Fourche, but it was quickly stopped. 
Houses are drifting from their founda- 
tions at Gunnison, Miss. A break at 
Concordia Lauding is threatened. If 
the levee yields at that point Gun- 
nison will be entirely swept away. It 
is almost certain that lives have been 
lost in the Delta, as many persons are 
reported missing, and search has failed 
to discover them. Loss of life is re- 
ported from Laconia Circle also. 

The situation at Helena, Ark., is im- 
proved. The heavy rain, while swell- 
ing the river, has packed the earth on 
the levee, greatly strengtuening the 
embankments. Water entering the 
basin through breaks in the Missouri 
levees will pass Helena, continuing the 
upward tendency of the flood for .sev- 
eral days. 

The Westover break is not so im- 
portant as at first supposed. Water 
from crevasses below Modoc, however, 
is backing up the eountr3”, and it will 
soon be as high behind the levees as 
in front of them. 

It is reported that two men were 
killed near the O. K. (Mississippi) 
levee. They refused to heed the warn- 
ing to keep away from the bank, and 
were shot bj' guards. 

Nearly"" three inches of rain fell 
Thursday afternoon and night in 
southeast Missouri, covering hundreds 
of acres of farming land and stopping 
the river's fall. The St. Francis levee 
at Williams’ slough is badlj' damaged. 
But two feet of earth in some places 
are holding back the river. 

Subterranean trouble of a raj’steri- 
ous sort has developed between Point 
Pleasant and Tipton ville. Mo. A 
whirlpool was formed and at intervals 
a sound like the roar of a cannon is 
heard. 

The heavy rains have caused all 
streams of the north to leave their 
banks. W’here ice remains gorges 
have dammed the rivers. In breaking 
these gorges have carried awa^' man3’^ 
bridges in Minnesota and the Dakotas. 
The upper Mississippi, which has been 
falling for several da3’s, is rising more 
rapidl3’ than before. Farmers w'ho re- 
turned to their homes in the lowlands 
have been forced again to flee.

Nets’ Yoke, April 5. — A' special cable 
dispatch to the Journal from Havana. 
Bays: 

We3Ter's proclamation announcing 
the pacification of Cuba is known to 
be already in the government printing 
office here. It only awaits telegraphic 
approval from Madrid to be formall3’’ 
issued. Its object is believed to be to 
mislead Washington and prevent un- 
friendh’’ action b3" congre.ss. For a 
month or more small squads of Span- 
ish infantry listed as convalescents 
have been quietlv embarked from 
Havana and other Cuban ports bv^ reg- 
ular passenger steamers for I’uerto 
Rico and the Canar3’’ islands, whence 
the\' are transferred to transports 
bound for the Phillippines. 

As fast as interior Cuban posts are 
abandoned W^wler’s men are brought 
to Havana to await shipment. It is 
ezvpected that 200,000 will be embarked 
ill the next fortnight. 

Private intelligence from Cuban 
camps in .‘'^ancti Spiritus and Puerto 
Principe province, coming through 
Cubans of prominence here, gave an- 
other important reason for We3’ler's 
decree, sa\'ing ti, , « Gomez and the 
rebel government have again been ap- 
proached b3’ the captain general's 
emissaries with fresh overture.s for 
peace on a basis of home rule or sale 
of the island under an American guar- 
antee, the Spanish flag to remain until

Cubans positiveiv* refused to listen to 
anv proposition, however favorable, 
unless Spain first withdrew the great 
bulk of her troops from the island, 
and then acknowledged a virtual truce 
bv retiring her remaining forces from 
the field to the fortified coast towns. 

At Weyler's recent conference in 
Cienfugoes with ex-insurgent leaders 
of influence, tliese are understood to 
have laid before him Gomez's ultima- 
tum.

Washington, April 5. — It is said that 
Acting Chairman Davis, of the senate 
foreign relations committee, does not 
intend to press the arbitration treaty 
for consideration during the present 
week. The debate on the treat3’ Aas 
been protracted and now that the last 
amendment perraissable has been of- 
fered and voted and the convention, 'as 
a whole, is in shape in which 
it must be finally ratified, or re- 
jected, there appears to be a 
disposition to halt for a short .season. 
Several reasons combine to make such 
a policy probable. No arran gements 
has 3'et been made with respect to 
pairs on the final 'vote and as this is a 
matter solely between individual sena- 
tors some time must ensue before the 
pairs can be adjusted, arising out of the 
fact that two aflirmative votes will be 
paired with one negative vote, the 
action of the senate being deter- 
mined b3’^ a two-thirds vote. It 
is also understood that Chairman Davis 
desires to permit the state department 
to have a few da\'S in which to study 
the changes that have been made in 
the treatv'. Unless, therefore, some 
one desires to speak on the subject 
Mr. Davis will not move an executive 
session for the purpose of continuing 
the debate until several days have 
elapsed. The chances of the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty remains precarious. 

The senate appropriations commit- 
tee reported the agricultural bill earU’ 
in the sessiop, and it may be called up 
at any time. By Tuesda3' the sundry 
civil and the Indian bills will be readT’. 
Th*. latter bill will no doubt lead to 
some discussion OAfing to one or two 
senate amendments that will open the 
door to the fight that was made over 
this bill at the last se.ssion. 

Mr. Elkins, of West Virginia, will 
deliver a speech Monday on his bill 
providing for a 10 per cent, discrim- 
inating tax on goods brought to the 
United States in ships not those of this 
countr3'. This speech has been pre- 
pared with great care, and treats 
of this subject exhaustivel3*. 
The purpose of the bill is in- 
dorsed b3’ a plank in the na- 
tional republican platform, and has 
been approved in the state conventions 
of 15 states. Mr. Elkins intends to 
force the bill to the front, and believes 
that this congress will enact it into a 
law. While the subject has been 
touched upon in the discussion, it has 
never been so fully and thoroughly 
treated as it will be b3' Ml*. Elkins 
Monday. The bankruptcy* bill still re- 
mains the unfinished business on the 
senate calendar. 

I n less the senate shall have passed 
one or more of the appropriation bills 
now on its calendar by W'ednesda3*, 
when the house of representatives 
next meets, another adjournment will 
betaken by that body until Saturday*. 
The probabilities are strongly in favor 
of a do-nothing yveek in the house. 

Washington, April 5. — Headsman 
Bristoyy* will begin to syving the fatal 
ax iu a lively fashion next week, and 
the necks of Cleveland’s fourth-class 
postmasters yvill be chopped off merei- 
lessl3*.

Friday afternoon 
the break had widened to 100 feet, and 
there is no hope that it yvill be closed. 
The break is 'Mi miles below Tribodaux, 
where the levee’s are neither large nor 
modern. 

In that section there are a large 
number of truck farmers who hay*e 
well cultivated and extremely* fertile 
lands. It is quite probable that these 
unfortunate people will suffer severel3* 
because the crevasse comes too large 
for the yvater to run off for them to 
make another cron. 

The situation in New Orleans Friday, 
in spite of the brimmingfnl river, is 
not discouraging. The river is rising 
6loyvl3* and it yvill continue to ri.se for 
eight or ten days more. The high yva- 
ter here is several inches short of the 
record of 1803. The authorities are on 
the alert and have all prepared to meet 
any emergency*. New Orleans' can 
stand a foot and a half more water and 
escape a flood. 



1 ms lact can not be left out of con- 
sideration. It is believed in some quar- 
ters that lif the (lulf of Athens is 
blockaded popular excitement yy*ill com- 
pel the king to declare war, even if his 
own judgment and that of the cabinet 
were opposed. This has been a lead- 
ing cause of the delay in securing a 
unanimous agreement betyveen the 
pow'ers. There is no doubt that in the 
event of a Turco-Greek yvar the inter- 
vention of the powers yvould be sus- 
pended. 

Canea, April 2. — A person yvho has 
just returned from visiting the in- 
surgents at the camp of Col. Yassos, 
the commander of the Greek troops, 
states that the bom'oardment at Izzedin 
did little damage. Nobody yvas killed 
and only eight men were yvounded. 
There yvere onl3* 000 insurgents engaged 
in the fight. The informant says that ia 
conversation with insurgents he yvas 
told that they yvould aUvays be will- 
ing to communicate yvith the European 
troops under a yvhite flag, provided no 
Turks yvere present. They admitted 
that it yvas impossible for them to fight 
against combined Europe, but de- 
clared that they* yvere acting under or- 
ders from the Greek government and 
battling yvith the Turks. 

The admirals commanding the for- 
eign fleets in Cretan yvaters have re- 
fused to allow* the Christians at Akroti 
to sell sheep or produce in Canea yvhich 
is but a short distance from .Akroti un- 
less they surrender their arms. 

Athens, April *2. — Some of the Brit- 
ish war ships employed in blockade 
duty in the waters of Crete have cap- 
tured three small Greek sailing ves- 
sels. !Much indignation is expressed 
here over the affair, as it is pretty 
clearly established that at the time 
the vessels yvere captured the3* yvere 
outside the limits of the blockade. 

London, April 2. — It is credibly stat- 
ed here that the admirals commanding 
the fleets at Canea and other Cretan 
ports have applied to their respective 
governments to each send 50 cavalry 
and half a battery* of artillery, whic'n 
they declare are required to be used 
for garrison purposes. It is stated 
that the admirals have announced tliat 
these forces w’ill be used solely to de- 
fend the various forts. 

Athens, April 2. — Although there 
has been nothing definite to show that 
it is the intention of the poyvers to 
blockade the coast of Greece, it is felt 
that such a blockade will be shortly’’ 
established. Its imminence is causing 
an increase of activity. The min- 
istry* of marine is especially busy*. 
All the officers of the fleet hav- 
ing orders to hold themselves in 
readiness to sail for the coasts of 
Epirus and Thessaly. The energetic 
preparations that are being made con- 
tinue to evidence the staunch patriot- 
ism of the citizens. Owing to the lacic 
of government transports merchants 
are lending a large number of handy’’ 
coasting steamers to the authorities. 

Behlin, April 2. — A dispatch from 
Constautinople to the Frankfort Zeit- 
ung declares that a proposal to pur- 
chase the island of Crete, made to Tur- 
key and Greece, has been declined by 
the portc, yvhich yvould not undertake 
separate negotiations so long as Tur- 
key’ remained in accord with the Eu- 
ropean concert.

Chattanooga, Tenn., Destroyed by Fire-

Chattanooga, Tenn., April .5. — The 
Richardson building, the largest struct- 
ure in the city*, was totally destroyed 
at 3:30 o’clock Saturday morning. The 
lire caught from the furnace in the 
basement and ran up the elevator 
chute. The yvatchman yvas slow iu 
turning in the alarm, and the fire com- 
panies could do little except save ad- 
joining buildings. Boyd Eyving, one 
of the wealthiest citizens, in attempt- 
ing to escape, dropped from the sixth 
story and yvas killed. S. M. Patton, a 
wealthy and prominent architect, yvas 
burned to death in his bed. His body 
is under the ruins. 

Several others sleeping in the build- 
ing had narroyv escapes. Mr. Richard- 
son, the owner of the buildinor, had 
hold of Eyving, but was forced to drop 
him. A hundred persons occupied the 
offices and the four stores in the build- 
ing. A tyvo-story* building next door 
yvas destroyed and others were dam- 
aged. 'I he total loss is about half a 
million, tyvo-thirds insured. There is 
great excitement.

Paris. 

Paris, April 3. — The Dingley tariff 
bill noyv before the American congress 
has materially* excited American busi- 
ness houses here. The American cham- 
ber of commerce has held a largely at- 
tended meeting to consider the effects 
of the bill. 

Vice President Pcartree related sta- 
tistics of the mutual trade of France 
and the United States, showing that 
the latter country had sent into 
France, duty free, goods to the value 
of 180.000, <100 francs, wiiile France had 
sent into the I'nited States, duty* free, 
only 80,000,000 francs worth of articles. 

France, he further said, favors 
American exports by* admitting 39,000. • 
000 francs’ worth on the minimum tariff, 
but the market for American manufac- 
tured articles was very restricted. 

Owing to t’ne rcductioix of duties to 
some countries, not the United States, 
the chamber suggests that the United 
States reduce its tariff on some of the 
most important French exports. 
France would then .admit many Amer’ 
ican articles at a reduced rate. 

The eliamber liopes that the addi- 
tional discretionary* powers asked for 
by President McKinley* in his inau- 
gural address yvill be granted, so that 
reciprocal relations between France 
and the United States can be estab- 
lished. 

Victory AeKlntit the KaliwayA. 

Nashville, Tenn., April 3. — Never 
in the state of Tennessee has such a 
victory* been won against th;i railway 
companies as yvas yvon Friday* when 
the senate passed the railroad commis- 
sion bill. T'he fight against this mea.s- 
ure by the corporations has been a bit- 
ter one. It has been the .solo topic in 
legislative halls for the last twe 
months, and the people of the state 
have been arou.sed to the highest pitch. 



The MoHt Severe Saow Storm in Twenty 
Years Strikes Wyoming. 

Laramie. Wyo., April 2. — The most 
severe snow storm in twenty y*ears has 
struck this section, doing immense 
damage to cattle and sheep. Business 
here is practically suspended, and 
Wednesday even the daily pa piers 
yvere not issued. On the main 
streets the snoyv in places is ten 
feet high, while residences on the 
outskirts of the city* are in some in- 
stances completely buried by drifts. 
Several buildings collapsed in conse- 
quence of the weight of the snoyv 
which covered their roofs.

On Sherman Hill 
the big rotary snoyv ployv has 
been kept raoy*ing all day plow- 
ing through drifts fully 20 feet 
high in numerous places. Several snow 
plows are wor’king west of here, mak- 
ing an cndei^vor to keep the main 
lines open.

STOCKHOLM’S COMING SHOW, 



SoraetliinjBi; About the Exhibition to 
He Given Next Summer. 

The year 1897 will be notcAAorthy iu 
the hitjUxi'y of the Scandinavian north. 
Two grc'at occurrences AA ill then din*ct 
the ey*es of the Avhole north tOAA-a 
Stockholm — namely, the great Scandi- 
navian-Russian. exhibition and the 25 
years’ jubilee of King Oscar. In Stock- 
holm’s Bois de Bologne, quite near this 
AAondrously beautiful city, are the ex- 
hibition grounds, on a naiTOAV point of 
land, on both sides surrounded by* the 
blue Avaters of the Balticand extending 
toAvard the ncAvest and) most eh'gaiit 
j'art of Stockholm. At first o.nly au 
exclusively* Scandinavian exhibit ioit 
Avas iuteiMled, but as Russia and tln> 
archduchy of Finland have now ofticial- 
ly* announced their intention to par- 
take both in the art industrial and the 
nationxil industrial sections the exhi- 
bition has assumed the cnanicter of an 
exhibition of nearly* the whole of the 
north. 

Thus in the great industrial hall the 
SAvedish, Xorwegiaii, Danish and Rus- 
sixm exhibitors aa ill be seen sid(; by* side. 
This hall, Avhich has a fl(X>r surface 
of Ifi.OOO square meters, is the greatest 
Avooden building that has ever hetm con- 
structed. Its great cupola rises to a 
height of about JOO meters and is sur- 
rounded bv tour minarets, containing 
]>rospcct bridges, from Avhieh a fine 
\icw is to be had of the exhibition 
grounds and Stoc*kholm, Avith its en- 
virons, .so i'cnoAAiied for their beauty*. 
Avith tl.»eir sinuous bay s and inlets and 
AAood-covered islets. Another of the 
priiKupal buildings of the exhibition is 
the Xortherii museum, Avith its j>ro- 
visional luldition, destined for the cul- 
tural exhibit. On the sliore of Djur- 
gardsbrunnsviken, with more than tho 
half of it built out over the Avater, lies 
the SAvedish ami Danish fisliory* hall, 
a most original building, designed by* 
Kiigen 'rhorburn. XorAvay*, Avith its 
enoiTiious fisherie.s, Avill ])u.ild its own 
fishery hall. Great viaducts lead to tho 
other ]>arts of the exhibition grounds. 
Here another view opens before the 
eyes of the visitor, the beautiful pano- 
rama of Stockholm's famous harbor 
and its charming environs. 

H'he ])rincipul buildings of this sec- 
tion of the grou'uds are the maebineryr 
hall., a giant building of iron and glass, 
having a floor surface, of 10,000 stpiare 
meters, ami the great art. hall. The art 
exhibit Avill be the clou of the exhibi- 
tion. OAviiig to the interest s ho Avn for 
this exhibition by its president, the 
eminent artist, his royal highness 
Prince Ihigen, the youngest son of King 
Oscar, this exhibit will be international 
and contain works by most of the fa- 
mous painters of the day. — Chicago 
Chronicle..

A sueees.stul creamery must 
have not on'f%' a skillful manager and 
butter maker, but a guaranteed supply 
of good, sound milk or cream in suffi- 
cient (luantity to utilize the capacity oi 
the concern. The more cows the greatei 
will be the ])erc‘entage of profit. Xoi 
can the butler-maker alone control the 
character of the butter product. 

J’oor, dirtv milk cannot .ippear latei 
in form of first-class butter. The skill 
and intelligeuce, indispensable at £ 
creamerv, must exceiul out among the 
milk jirodueers. i’oor cows yielding 
]>ut little milk can never ya,v their keep- 
ing. and no number of them, howevei 
great, <-an render a eveamery profitable 
to its patrons. For the higlie^t suc- 
cess under a cooperative system each 
individual must jnit forth the same etforl 
that would be required for success in 
])rivate management. Dairymen who 
join a creamery association expecting 
to gain mor*' tlian they give are hardly 
de.serving of pity when they' discover 
their mi.stake. 

No one has any' business to ask for 
anything beyond what he is willing tc 
give an eipiivaient for. Men join in rais- 
ing the heavy' frame of a building l>t'- 
eause tiiev can aeeomjilisli in that way 
what they' could never do singly'. A man 
who on such an occasion does nothing 
but “holler” is a sneak and when found 
out is always despised. Not less mean 
is it to join a creamery association and 
then carry poor milk, expecting to di- 
vide the ])rofits of tho.se who furnish 
the best they' know- how. f'ooperation 
is a suc<*ess only when each works for 
all and :*ll for each, and this idea lies at 
the hotlom of all forms of associated 
efTort whether in the factory, the 
irraime. the municinaiitv or the church.

BUTTER-MAKING RULES 



Hiiitn frtuii tlie C'«»rneH 
AK'rienltnrul C«*lleare. 

The instructor at Cornell agricultur- 
al college, Ithaca, N. Y., has sent out a 
list of niles about butter-making and 
ripening cream. He says: 

The practical jiart of cream ripening 
is this; Keep your vessel so that it 
may all ri|ien evenly and thus avoid loss 
in churning. Raise the temperature to 
62 or 6S degrees and keep it as near that 
temijerature as possible until ripe, and 
then cool before churning. Well ripened 
eream should be coagulated or thick- 
ened. It should run from a height in a 
.smooth stream like oil. When a pad- 
dle is dipped info it and held in the 
liaiul, it should stick all over in a 
thick even eoat, not inmning off in 
streaks and showing the surface of the 
|)addle. When the last drojis run off the 
paddle hack into the vat they should 
leave little dents or dejtressious on the 
surface, which, do not close up for an 
instant. The cream should liave a .satin 
gloss or fresh surface, ('burn until the 
granules are* the size of wheat kernels; 
then draw off the buttermilk and wash 
tlirough two or three waters, whirling 
the churn a few times around. Use from 
a pint to a quart of water per j)ound of 
butter. Have the water at a tempera- 
ture of 40 to 45 degrees in hot weather 
and from 50 to 62 degrees In winter, al- 
ways de|)cndiiigU|>ori the season. naDir- 
al .solidity of the huttetr. warmth of the 
room and size of granules. If you do 
not care about feeding the washings, 1 
would put some salt in my first wash 
water. It Avill help to float the granules 
better, and perhaps dissolve out the 
casein to some extent. I would general- 
ly' .salt the butter in the churn.

If avc plant them 
but ten or twelve feet apart now Ave 
will ba.e, at the stage of development 
they are expected to reach in a dozen 
years, a jierfect thicket of hranelies 
fverliead and dense shade heiieath. 
Never plant Avith regard to ‘regularity,’ 
that IS, ‘so many feet apart each Avay.’ 
ns the rule has been laid doAvn fororcli- 
sii’ds. 

“If you Avaut several shrubs on :i 
fiiiall hiAvii. and the space is lOo small 
to alloAv you to set them as far apart as 
they ought to be. in order to give tlieiii 
The benefit of space individually, group 
them, that is; plant them in a clump. 
The idea is to make the three, or four, 
or five shrubs Avhich you plant in the 
group produce a unit of effect Avhich Avill 
give much the same impression that one 
Avell-develoiMd specimen Avould. By 
selecting varieties in Avliieh there is 
contrast of <*olor as to foliage, as well 
UK floAvers, satisfactory results may be 
Fccured.
